Washington, December 18.—(Unit- 
ed News.)—War in South America 
apparently had been averted tonight 
by a narrow margin. me ay 

Through both an official announce- 
ment in La Paz and a communica- 
tion from the Bolivian minister here 
to the state department, Bolivia -ac- 
cepted the good offices of the Pan- 
American conference for a settlement, 
of her conflict with Paraguay. 

The Bolivian acceptance apparent- 
ly was without reservations—at least 
so far as °, known now—which would 
assure a pacific settlement of the dis- 
pute that has threatened to bring 
about the first war in South America 
in many years, Paraguay accepted the 
conference’s good offices Monday. 

Shortly after predicting his coun- 
try would accept the conciliatory 
proffer of the Pan-American gather- 
ing, Bolivian Minister Diez De Me- 
dina today went to the state cepart- 
ment and, in the absence of Secretary 
Kellogg in New York, told Assistant 
Secretary White he had received in- 
structions to inform this government 
that Bolivia accepted the good offices 
and would reply to this effect to the 
chairman of the conference. 

The text of the Bolivian note 
reached Kellogg’s office ton-ght. It 
was said, however, that the text 
would- be laid before the conference 
tomorrow before it is made public. 

Should Bolivia’s acceptance found 
to be without reservations, the Pan- 
American conference will probably 
dispatch a note to Bolivia and Para- 
guay expressing its gratitude over the

BOLIVIA CALMS DOWN 
AFTER PARAGUAY OFFER. 

La Paz, Bolivia, December 18.— 
(United News.)—War clouds that 
hung threateningly over South Ameri- 
ca were dispelled today when the Bo- 
livian government accepted the invi- 
tation of the Pau-American confer- 
ence for conciliation and arbitration 
to mediate the Bolivian-Paraguayan 


border incidents. 
The acceptance of the conference’s 


offer came after a night of lightened 
tension in the Bolivian capital, when 
a spirit of optimism spread through 
the city and the acceptance was free- 
ly predicted on every hand. 

Those close to the government of- 
ficials said Paraguay’s note of ac- 
ceptance to the conference at Wash- 
ington had created a good impression 
and that they felt the government 
would follow suit. 

The official communique signed by 
Foreign Minister Ellis was issued at 
8:40 a. m. today. It said: 

“The Bolivian legation at Wash- 
ington has communicated to the sec- 
retary of state that Bolivia accepts 
the good offices of the Pan-American 
conference of conciliation and arbi- 
tration, considering it essential to in- 
vestigate the origin of the conflict 
consisting in an attack of Paraguay 
on our Fort Van Guardia.” 

The Bolivian government will ask 
the Pan-American conference to in- 
vestigate the attack, which Bolivia 
claims was made against her by Para- 
geay at Fort Van Guardia December 
, it was revealed in the text of Bo- 
livia’s note to the League of Nations 
council made public today. 

This move, the note said, will not 
involve the other litigation in the

IN LAST BULLETIN 
FROM KING'S ROOM 


British Monarch Passes 
Quiet Day and Progress 
Noted Tuesday Morning 
Is Continued. 


London, December 18.—(/)—Good 
news came from the king’s bedside to- 
night. It was all the more welcome 
to British hearts after the disappoint- 
ment caused by the Monday night an- 
nouncement. The bulletin, timed 8:10 
p. m., said: 

“The king has passed a quiet day 
and the progress noted this morning 
has continued.” 

Slight Improvement. 

The morning announcement from 

the doctors told of a slight improve- 


ment overnight, despite the f2ct that 
King George had gone through sev- 
eral disturbed hours. Thus tonight’s 
report was cheering in two positive 
respects, and besides it confirmed the 
renewed optimism which the morning 
announcement had aroused. - 

In the bulletins were signed by Sir 
Hugh Rigby, the surgeon in the case; 
Sir Stanley Hewett and Lord Dawson 
of Penn. Drs. Woods and Howitt 
this evening administered the daily 
treatment by ultra-violet rays. They 
were with the patient about an hour, 
a consultation of the regular doctors 
followed and the bulletins was then 
issued. 

Ray Treatment Effective. 

Of the last six official bulletins, 
four have given reports of improve- 
ment. This fact was taken as good 
evidence that the ray treatment was 
proving an effective measure in the 
effort to strengthen the sick man. 

The check related in last night’s 
bulletin was tonight believed, as it 
was then hoped, to be only a tempo- 
rary halt in a slow upward climb. 
Yet palace authorities were careful to 
suppress anything like extreme op- 
timism and they insisted that the 
time for anxiety had by no means 
come.

CONSPIRACY COUNT 


Broker Challenges Right 
to Arrest Person Pur- 
chasing Liquor for His 
Own Use. 


Philadelphia, December 18.—(4)— 
A challenge of the government’s right 
under the Volstead act to arrest on 
a charge of conspiracy persons who 
buy liquor for their own use was 
made in the United States district 
court today when Alfred Norris, New 
York broker, formerly of Philadelphia, 
Was arraigned on charges based on 
transactions with Joel D. Kerper, con- 
victed bootlegger. 

Norris, through counsel, entered a 
plea of nolle contendre to the indict- 
ment which charged him with con- 
spiring with Kerper to transport liq- 
uor to him in New York. His coun- 
sel then attacked the validity df the 
indictment on the ground that the pur- 
chase of liquor is not an offense 
against the eighteenth amendment or 
the Volstead act. He said the buyer 
cannot be punished by the prosecu- 
tion “calling the purchase a conspir- 
acy or something else.” 

Judge William H. Kirkpatrick in- 
dicated that the ultimate decision in 
the case would establish a precedent 
fixing the status of the purchaser 
of liquor.

large nmount of mail being handled so 
smoothly. Our slogan for this Christ- 
mas i; ‘no waits over five minutes’ 
and so far we have been able to live 
up to this perfectly. Orders have been 
issued that I am to be notified if any- 


one is forced to wait longer than this:

Bitterly-Fought Meas- 
ure Goes to Coolidge.

Washington, D. C., December 18.— 
Congress today laid on the doorstep 
of the white house one of the most 
battle-worn legislative’ products of a 
decade when the house put its stamp | 
of approval on the bill popularly 


known as Boulder dam. 

In less than two hours’ time, given | 
oyer to a final analysis of the meas- 
ure by its proponents and a few part- 
ing shots by its old foes, the senate 
amendments to the bill, passed last 
session by the house, wore adopted and 
the long controversy ended, for the 
time being at least. 

Passes House 166 to 122. 

The revised measure, calling for a 
$165,000,000 flood control, irrigation 
and power project on the Colorado 
river, was passed by a roll call vote 
of 166 to 122, but not until after its 
chief sponsor, Representative Swing, 
republican, California, bad been given 
the scare of his life by a standing vote 
showing the motion to agree to the 
amendments to have been beaten, 77 
to 71, 

Party lines were thoroughly shat- 
tered on the final vote, which saved 
the measure the ignominy of further 
torture in conference and sent it forth- 
with to President Coolidge for his ap- 
proval or rejection. 

The roll call showed exactly as 
many republicans in favor of the re- 
vised bill as against. Seventy-nine re- 
publicans were joined hy 85 demo- 


crats, the lone socialist member, Ber- 
ger, of Wisconsin, and a farmer-labor 
member, Carss, of Minnesota, in fa- 
voring adoption. while 43 democrats 
lined up with 79 republicans in oppo- 
sition. Representative Harrison, 
democrat—voted present after first 
casting a negative vote. 

All of the republican leaders, in- 
cluding Tilson, of Connecticut, the 
majority floor leader; Chairman Snell, 
of the rules committee; Chairman 
Hawley, of the ways and means com. 
mittee, and Representative Wood, of 
Indiana, ranking republican on the 
appropriations committee, voted for 
the amendments. 


Confer With Coolidge. 


Chairman Smith, of the irrigation 
committee, who moved adoption «af 
the amendments, togcther with Rep- 
resentative Swing, co-author of the 
legislation, conferred with President 
Cool’ ‘ze at the white house earlier in 
the day and said afterward they were 
hopeful that the measure would be 
signed. 
3 Swing described the conference as 
very satisfactory” and expressed con- 
filence that the bill would meet with 
the approval of the executive.

The commission has been investi- 
gating the gas rate and power rate 
|eases for several months. James A. 
Perry, chairman of the commission, 
declared that electric rates should be 
revised, probably downward, because 
of the many new uses that have been 
found for electric current, such as 
electric irons, radios, vacuum clean- 
ers, refrigerators and other household 
articles. The power company, at the 
recent hearing, admitted that the 
present rates in effect are “obsolete” 
but insisted that a new scale should 
provide the company with a reason- 
able return on its investment devoted 
to the public use. 

In the electric rate case the com- 
mission will seek to reconcile rates 
in the some 200 Georgia towns and 
cities served by the company. In 
some of the towns the rate is as low 
as eight cents a kilowatt hour while 
in other cases it is as high as 12 
cents. 

The Atlanta gas gate now is $1.55 
cents a thousand cubic feet, with a 
discount of 10 cents for prompt pay- 
ment of bills. In Decatur, College 
Park, East Point and other suburbs 
the rate is $1.65, less discount. 

Proposals have been made to the 
commission that an equitable sliding 
scale of rates should be adopted 
which would provide for a fixed serv- 
ice charge, plus a charge for current 
in proportion to the amount of cur- 
rent used.

FATHER OF VICTIM 
FIGHTS LAST PLEA 


Apprised of Official Ac- 
tion, Sheppard Resigns 
Himself to His Fate and 
Asks Quick Execution. 


R. H. Sheppard, condemned to death 
in the electric chair for slaying Homer 
Fowler here in February, 1927, will be 
electrocuted between the hours of 10 
o'clock this morning and 2 o’clock this 
afternoon at the state prison in Mil- 
ledgeville, Governor L. G. Hardman 
announcing finally and definitely late 
Tuesday afternoon that he would not 
interfere with the verdict of the trial 
court, 

The governor's action followed a 
long hearing before the state prison 
commission at which a dramatic plea 
that the law be permitted to take its 
course was made by C. A. Fowler, 
father of the victim of Sheppard's 
wrath. 

Unheralded, unannounced, the aged 
father appeared at the hearing and 
took the floor just before its close. 

“I am here to plead with you to 
show no mercy to R. H. Sheppard,” 
the old man said in a quavering voice, 
“I am the father of Homer Fowler. 
My son was murdered in cold blood, 
and I am here to do my part in see- 
ing that his murderer is shown no 
mercy. 


“With two blows with an ax, this | 


man Sheppard killed my boy, and in 
that act left a widow and two help- 
less children. He has shown no mer- 
cy, why should any be shown him?” 

Almost exhausted from his plea, the 
old man turned to his seat. 

Preparations have been completed 
at Milledgeville for the execution of 
Sheppard, known as “the ax slayer,” 
and it is expected that the condemned 
man will be strapped in the electric 
chair for the last shock somewhere 
near noon today. 

Desperate Fight Made. 

Strong efforts to obtain a recon: 
mendation for clemency from the stai¢ 

rison commission were made at ¢£ 

ring Tuesday which lasted several 
hours. Attorneys Charles Graham 
and W. B. Knight, of Atlanta, made 
a long and desperate fight to ob- 
tain a commutation of the death sen- 
tence to a sentence of life imprison- 
ment. 

Recommendations that clemency be 
extended were sent to the prison com- 
mission by the two trial judges who 
passed on Sheppard’s case at his two 
trials. Judge John D. Humphries, 
of Fulton superior court, and Judge 
E. D. Thomas recommended that clem- 
ency be granted. 

Solicitor-General John A. Boykin 
and his associates opposed the grant- 
ing of clemency. They produced sev- 
eral letters from jurors in the case 
who asked that the verdict of the trial 
court be carried out. 

No Reason to Interfere. 

Governor Hardman, in declining to 
interfere, simply stated that he has 
examined the records in the case, and 
saw no reason why he should inter- 
fere with the verdict of the trial court. 
He made no other statement, but it 
was learned that the governor recent- 
ly had conducted a thorough inves- 
tigation of Sheppard’s case. 

At the two trials of Sheppard it 
was the contention of the defense that 
Fowler was killed in a drunken brawl. 
Sheppard said he struck Fowler with 
his fist and that the latter fell to the 
floor and struck his head against a

Capital Punishment Statute 


Wayeross, Ga., December 18.— (Spe- 
cial.)—J. E. T. Bowden, representa- 
tive-elect from Ware county, an- 
nounced Tuesday that he will intro- 
duce a bill in the next session of the 
state legislature to do away with 
capital punishment in Georgia, to 
limit the privileges of pardon, and to 
change’ the manner of _ exercising 
clemency. 

This bill would make necessary an 
amendment to the state constitution 
setting up a new method of dealing 
with crime, once the accused has been 
convicted and sent to the state prison. 
It will involve, besides abolition -of 


the death sentence, changes in sus 
pended sentences, paroles, probations, 
pardons and commutations. 

Mr. Bowden wants to take the 
exercise of clemency out of the hands 
of the governor and place it in a 
board of which the governor would be 
a member. In capital cases clemency 
would require a unanimous vote and 
a legal showing of new evidence dis- 
covered after the verdict and capable 
of changing the verdict. 

In life sentences no petition for 
clemency could be considered until five 
vears of the sentence had been served.

Washington, December 18.—(4/)— 
The two airmail routes designed to 
connect Key West with various Latin 
American countries which are provid- 
ed for by contract between the post- 
office department and the Pan-Amer- 
ican Airways, Inc., are scheduled to 
go into operation about January 15.

SESSION URGES BETTER 
HOUSING FOR NEGROES 


Washington, December 18.—(#)— 
Negroes must have more adequate 
housing and recreation facilities, es- 
pecially in the larger industrial cities 
of the north, if their health and eco- | 
nomic well-being are to progress, in 
the opinion of speakers at today’s ses- 
sion of the National Interracial con- 
ference. 

The problems of the negroes who 
have migrated to the northern indus- 
trial regions in great numbers in the 
last eight vears are especially acute, 
Forrester B. Washington, director of 
the Atlanta School.of Social Work, | 
declared. 

He said thousands of negroes went | 
north because of descriptions from 
friends of conditions there, but found 
things far different than expected. 

Segregation of whites and negroes 
or the latter’s entire exclusion from 
amusement places is spreading rapidly 
in the north. Washington added. This 
has resuited in some measure in crime 
and ill-health among the negroes, he 
asserted.

That team, with 
such men as McGraw, Jennings, Keel- 
er, Kelley and Robinson, was adept at 
getting a man to first and then bring- 
ing him around the bases and across 
the plate. ‘Those players were mas- 
ters of the sacrifice and the swinging 
bunt. They knew how to protect the 
runner and how to hit back of him. 
They worked the steal and the double 
steal. They played baseball with their 
heads. 

In For Trouble, 

Any pitcher who faced them was in 

for trouble. McGraw and some of 


_the others were so skillful at fouling 


off good balls that a large part of 
the time they reached first on a pass. 
McGraw one season is said to have 


reached first in some manner three! 
times out of every four he went to| 


bat. They used to say that Hughey 
Jennings would rub dust into the front 
of his shirt, crowd the plate, let any 
inside ball flick the dust out and then 
claim that he had been hit in the ribs 
by the ball—and get away with it. 

Other teams which played the same 
brand of ball were the White Sox un- 
der Fielder Jones, who gained _ the 
name of Hitless Wonders, and the 
teams led by McGraw which had on 
them such speedy men us Merkle.

COTTON EXCHANGE 
ASKS AMENDMENT 
INITS CHARTER 


New York, December 18.—(#)— 
Members of the New York Cotton 
exchange today voted to apply to the 


New York state legislature for amend- 
ment to the exchange charter to per- 
mit trading in securities. 

A resolution adopted today author- 
izes exchange officers to seek an 
amendment making it possible to trade 
in “stocks, bonds or other securities 
issued by corporations engaged in 
any or all of the following activites: 

“Growing, manufacturing, buying. 
selling or handling cotton, wool, silk, 
rayon, artificial silk, jute or linen or 
textiles, made in whole or in part 
of any of these commodities; or man- 
ufacturing, buying. selling or handling 
the by-products of any of said com- 
modities, or conducting a warehouse 
or compress or other plants or fa- 
cilities suitable for use in connee- 
tion with or for the promotion of any 
of said activities.” 

The present charter, granted by an 
act of the legislature passed April 8, 
1871, limits the activities of the ex- 
change chiefly to trading in cotton 
and cotton futures. It is understood 
the matter will be submitted to the 
legislature in January.

Belle Boyd, Confederate Spy 


Kilbourne, Wis., December 18.—(F) 
Belle Boyd, who in life dared every- 
thing from the south and then was 


buried in the alien north, is going 
home, The body of the Confederacy’s 
most noted woman spy is to be taken 
from Tiny Spring Grove cemetery here 
and reburied in the soil of ber native 
Virginia. 

The courageous foe of the union, 
who hoodwinked federal officers and 
defied their superiors even to cabinet 
officers, has been honored each Me- 
morial day by the Kilbourne G. A. R. 
Old federa] soldiers have placed flew- 
ers on the famous spy's grave each 
vear. She died here June 11, 1500, 
while on a tour with a _ theatrical 
company. 

Now arrangements are being made 
to exhume the body and send it to 
Virginia, where a more fitting monu- 
ment than the one which stands above 
her grave will be erected. 

On the stone in the cemetery here 
is the simple inscription: “Belle Boyd. 
Confedérate spy. Born in Virginia, 
died in Wisconsin. Erected by a com- 
rade.” 

At 17 Belle Boyd defied union 
troops and shot a United States sol- 
dier in her home at Martinsburg, Va. 

Not yet 18, she braved the cross- 
fire of federal and Confederate troops 
to convey to Stonewall Jackson infor- 
mation which enabled him to defeat 
General Banks in the Shenandoah 
valley. 

Finally, after doing daring work 
for the Confederacy, she was captured 
by the “feds.” She was held in prison 
at Washington and while there defied 
Secretary of War Stanton, Finally
